ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  ^HE  YEAR  1 943 « 

Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  .you  my  twenty-second 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 

ended  31st  December,  1343* 

Economy  still  necessitates  the  provision  of  a  report 
which  is  concise  but  yet  fairly  comprehensive. 

There  is  nothing  very  outstanding  in  the  year’s 
statistics.  The  birth  rate  has  increased  as  you  will  see  from 
1 5 « 81  to  18.56  and  the  death  rate  has  slightly  increased  from 
10,21  to  11.12.  The  infantile  death  rate  is  considerably 
lower  this  year,  38.13  per  thousand  births,  and  the  actual 
total  20. 

Diphtheria:  Ujj  to  December  31st  the  total  number  of 
children  immunised  was  3? 751  >  giving  us  a  percentage  of  72.2', 
of  which  under  fxves  was  65.39^  ana  between  5  and  1 5 >  75 » 33,4 * 
There  were  22  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year 
compared  with  30  the  previous  year;  of  that  22,  13  had  not 
been  immunised. 

The  need  for  Immunisation  xs  stressed.  Our  aim  is  to 
achieve  80fo  at  least  of  the  child  population  and  we  are  gradually 
approaching  this.  One  method  which  proves  very  successful  is 
the  sending  of  a  Birthday  Cara  to  each  baby  on  reaching  its  first 
Birthday.  The  sentiments  expressed  by  the  Department  are  much 
appreciated  by  the  parents,  if  not  the  babies,  and  the  little 
note  printed  on  the  back  emphasises  the  importance  of  safe¬ 
guarding  the  young  life. 

One  other  thing  which  the  Department  did  was  to  send 
out  to  the  largest  manufacturing  firms  in  the  Town  3 >441  Booklets 
relating  to  Venereal  Disease.  These  booklets  were  contained  in 
an  envelope  which  was  suitable  as  a  pay  envelope  and  they  were 
welcomed  by  the  heads  of  businesses  and  there  was  also  enclosed 
a  small  personal  letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
each  employee  drawing  attention  to  the  importance  of  this  disease 
as  a  factor,  which,  if  contracted,  has  disastrous  results  unless 
early  and  vigorous  treatment  is  instituted  immediately.  One 
manufacturer  mentioned  to  me  that  he  did  not  see  one  booklet 
thrown  away.  Another  booklet  on  general  health  is  ready  for 
distribution  in  the  near  future. 

One  cannot  but  congratulate  the  district  on  the 


maintenance  of  a  very  excellent  standard  of  health.  After 
all  these  years  of  War  one  might  have  expected  a  less 
satisfactory  report,  hut  taking  it  on  the  whole  it  is  as 
good, if  not  better,  than  the  previous  year. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  New  Year  when,  in 
all  likelihood,  the  enemy  w.iiil  have  been  overcome  and  peace 
restored  to  Europe  at  ieasto

G  entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  37th  Annual  Report 
as  Sanitary  Inspector* 

A  rather  important  Order  came  into  force  during  the 
year  "The  Rat  Infestation  Order",  the  powers  of  winch  were  vested 
with  the  Ministry  of  Pood*  I  nay  say  that  Long  Eaton  has  always 
attended  to  complaints  with  regard  to  rodents  and  has  taken  action 
wherever  necessary .  This  has  resulted  in  the  Town  "being  free 
from  major  infestations. 

On  November  ^rd  the  Co-operative  Society’s 
Slaughterhouse  was  discontinued  to  be  used  as  a  Ministry  of  Pood 
Depot,  The  slaughter  of  animals  and  distribution  of  meat  from 
the  Co-operative  Society's  premises  had  proved  a  distinct  advantage 
to  the  Town  and  district.  The  Meat  supply  is  now  allocated  from 
Nottingham  and  the  change  over  so  far  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  Milk  samples 
taken  during  the  year  has  decreased  and  this  was  due  to  the  War 
Agricultural  Committee  taking  fortnightly  samples  of  all  milk 
supplies. 

The  amount  of  salvage  has  increased  and  Long  Eaton  is 
to  be  commeneded  upon  its  citizens  supporting  this  important  work. 

The  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  and  sale  of  Concentrated 
Pood  has  also  become  very  popular  and  continues  to  be  successful. 

It  is  hopeu  that  this  method  ot  collecting  pig  food  will  be 
continued  after  hostilities  have  ceased.  It  has  proved  of  distinct 
value  not  only  for  the  feeding  of  pigs,  etc.,  but  it  has  been  the 
means  of  eliminating  offensive  matter  from  the  sanitary  oust  bins 
ana  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  probably  due  more  to  this  than  to 
the  providing  of  pig  food  that  the  scheme  has  proved  so  successful. 

The  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  has  been  carried 
on  with  great  difficulty  during  the  year  and  one  regrets  that  the 
Manpower  Board  has  nut  been  able  to  assist  us  with  regard  to  the 
position  of  labour.  It  is  most  important  work  and  now  provides 
materials  for  salvage  and  food  for  animals.  To  maintain  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  around  houses  is  most  essential  work, 
especially  in  the  older  parts  of  the  Towu  where  the  houses  are 
closely  built  up,  and  if  this  is  allowed  to  depreciate  it  is  most 
difficult  to  regain;  ic  also  has  a  very  beneficial  effect  upon  the 
health  of  the  citizens. 

Mr.  Wm»  Bowles,  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
had  been  with  the  Council  eleven  years,  resigned  in  August  1943  in 
order  to  take  up  an  appointment  abroad.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 


The  administration  of  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr, W. R. Sutton,  F.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information; - 

62  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  23  were  milk  samples  and  the  remaining  35  other 
ioods  and  drugs. 

Of  the  Milk  samples  one  was  deficient  in  Fat  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned. 

One  informal  sample  of  Powdered  Gelatine  was  contaminated 
with  zinc  and  copper  but  no  action  could  be  taken  as  a  Formal 
cample  was  not  obtainable.  One  informal  sample  of  Powdered 
Gelatine  was  contaminated  with  zinc  ana  a  formal  sample  was 
obtained,  in  respect  of  which  proceedings  are  pending.  One 
sample  of  Baking  Powder  was  deficient  m  available  carbon 
dioxide  but  no  action  was  taken.

THE  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

42  samples  of  Milk  m re  submitted  to  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council’s  Laboratory  for  examination,  (a)  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test,  (b)  for  Coliform  Bacilli  and  43  samples 
for  Tubercle  Bacilli* 

14  samples  from  the  two  pasteurising  plants  were 
submitted  for  examination  and  all  proved  satisfactory* 

Of  the  43  samples  taken  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  three  proved  positive.  Two  of  these  samples  were 
produced  outside  the  Urban  District  and  one  within  the  District. 

The  County  Medical  Officers  concerned  were  notified  and 
as  a  result  three  cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
Tuberculosis,  and  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  1 937*  a 

In  one  instance  where/positive  tubercle  sample  was 
obtained,  cows  affected  with  Tuberculosis  were  not  discovered.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1944?  the  sale  of  Soil 
realised  £27.  15*  6d;  the  charges  for  tipping  £17#  2.  6d; 
the  removal  of  traae  refuse  £104*  6.  Od,  and  the  value  of 
materials  salvaged  (as  shown  in  table  below)  was  £2,546.  3*  7d, 
making  a  total  of  £2,695*  7*  7d. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  disposes  of  refuse  free  of 
coso  from  the  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Council.  No  less  than  455  loans  from  these  sources  were  dealt 
with. 

The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of 
refuse  was  made  was  8,505* 

Owing  to  the  number  of  sanitary  dust  bins  which  became 
unuseable,  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
Form  M  authorising  the  use  of  the  necessary  steel,  and  164 
sanitary  dust  bins  were  supplied  to  replace  bins  which  became 
unfit  for  use.  £11 8.  3*  6d.  was  received  from  the  sale  of  the  bins 

By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C. ,  your 
Council  collects  ana  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that 
District. 

The  Shardlow  R.D.C.,  collect  nightsoil  and  house,  refuse 
from  2  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacre  Lock  and  a  Bungalow, 
Longmoor  Road,  at  a  cost  of  £1  per  house,  per  annum.
